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Holstein Record Making in Georgia 


By W. M. BROWN 


F I should be asked the location of the Land of Op- 
| portunity for Dairying I would certainly say Georgia, 
Alabama, Mississippi and that tier of southern states. 
Here our farmers have grown cotton for many decades 
to buy butter, milk, meat and all of the products needed 
to feed the family. Every year each of these states must 
import millions of dollars worth of butter for home con- 
ion. 
oo investigating conditions I find that Georgia is 
making rapid strides as a dairy state and we predict that 
it is not going to be many years before we will be making 
at least enough butter to feed our own population. The 
cattle tick, the great curse of the cattle industry, is being 
driven out of the state as we ‘now have 48 counties tick 
free and a large area that will be released from quarantine 
this year. 7 
Climatic conditions are as good as can be found any- 
where and our short winters and long growing seasons 
make this the greatest feed producing district known. We 
can grow two crops each year and have pasture practically 
the entire year. 


It may appear that I am HTT 


doing too much “boosting,” but 
just want to make these few 
statements in leading up to my 
story, which is going to deal 
with a Georgia dairyman who 
has made good both in breeding 
cows and in producing a high 
class dairy product. 


I refer to C. H. Beuchler, 
of Atlanta, one of the pioneer 
Holstein breeders of the south 
and the only producer of certi- 
fied milk in several of the south- 
ern states. Beuchler’s Dairy 
Farm is known throughout At- 
lanta, Georgia, and several 
states as being a model dairy 
operated for profit. In this dairy 
are found some of the best pro- 
ducing Holstein cows to be 
found anywhere. Moore’s Clo- 
thilde Burke 128644 is now head- 
ing this herd of 47 high class 
Holsteins. This bull is out of 
Maude Burke, with a record of 
32.03 pounds of butter and 675.8 
pounds of milk in seven days. 
Maude Burke was out of Ar- 
dena Clothilde Burke with a 
record of 23.06 pounds butter 
and 548.3 pounds milk in seven 
days at three and a half years 
of age. This cow made a rec- 
ord eight months after calving 
of 16.13 pounds butter in seven 
days. Mr. Beuchler feels that 
with such a record of production, 
this bull should do him valuable 
service, for he is breeding for 
production of milk and butter-fat. 
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Prof. H. H. Kildee who goes from the Depart- 

ment of Dairy Production at the Iowa State 

College to University of Minnesota as Chief of 
the Dairy Division. 


Some of the best cows in the herd are Queen Chris- 
tine Pietertje with a seven days’ record of 28 pounds but- 
ter and 600 pounds milk, and a 30 days’ record of 111 
pounds butter and 2,525 pounds milk; Lady De Kol Hol- 
land with a daily record of more than 64 pounds of 
milk; Waldorf Hengerveld with a seven days’ official 
record of 21 pounds butter and 458 pounds milk; and 
Pietertje Babe, a cow that milked 60 to 62 pounds of 
milk per day at four years of age. There are many others 
with good records and some promising heifers that are 
bred to make records. Mr. Beuchler has just recently 
spent several weeks in New York, Pennsylvania and other 
states selecting 14 choice heifers and cows which he 
bought for places in his herd. He went after the best 
and no man in this state is better qualified than he to 
select them, therefore we know that this shipment of 
good Holstein blood to Georgia will make a great ad- 
dition to the good ones already here. 

Mr. Beuchler saw an opportunity for producing milk 
suitable for babies and invalids and grasped it some seven 

years ago. Now the watchword 
- on the Beuchler Dairy Farm is 
cleanliness and sanitation, for 
on this and high production 
rests the foundation of his suc- 
cess. The laws will permit a 
count of 10,000 bacteria per 
cubic centimeter in certified 
milk, but Mr. Beuchler has not 
permitted his count to reach as 
high as 3,500 but once in 28 
months, and the general count 
runs from 200 to 1,200 per cubic 
centimeter. The average for the 
last six months of 1915 was less 
than 1,000 bacteria per cubic 
centimeter. During February 
the bacterial count was 370 per 
cubic centimeter. 


Mr. Beuchler now has a 
model dairy barn which he built 
at a cost of $2,200. It has a 
capacity of 42 cows. The founda- 
tion, floors and walls up four 
feet are concrete. This is kept 
scrupulously clean and all win- 
dows and doors are screened so 
that there are no flies inside the 
barn. 

Cows and milkers have a 
routine to follow and it soon 
becomes a business with each 
so that it is practically as easy 
to produce good clean milk as 
it is to milk in any old hap- 
hazard manner. 

The cows come into the 
barn when all grain feed has 
been placed in feed trough. 
While eating they are rubbed 
off and practically all the dust 
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Lady De Kol Holland milks 64 pounds per day. 


lathered and washed and dried with clean cloths. By this 
time they have finished their meal and a chain is fastened 
across the stanchion under the cows neck to prevent her 
laying down. One hour after this process of cleaning, 
the cows are ready to be milked. 

The milker dons his spotless white duck suit and 
washes his hands and is ready to extract the milk into 
a sterilized milk bucket. When a cow is milked, the 
bucket is carried to the scales in one end of the barn 
and weighed and net weight recorded on the milk sheet, 
for Mr. Beuchler keeps a record of every cow’s production 
for every day in the year. The milk is then carried to 
the dairy house where it goes through the usual process 
of straining, cooling, etc., prescribed for certified milk 
and is placed in sterilized quart bottles. When it reaches 
these bottles it has been cooled to 35 to 40 degrees. It 
is then placed in an ice box and crushed ice is placed 
over it. It is delivered at a temperature of 40 degrees. 
The morning’s milk is delivered in the afternoon and 
the evening’s milk is delivered the following morning. 

The price received for this milk is 18c per quart; 
and to customers taking as much as four quarts per day,

a price of six quarts for $1.00 is made. One of Mr. 
Beuchler’s Holsteins giving 30 quarts per day (and he 
has some that beat this) will bring in $5.40 per day. This 
is a good day’s work and a cow of this class is worth 
more than a field full of the common scrubs. The great 
need of the southern dairymen is better cows and C. H. 
Beuchler is doing a great work not only in providing a 
pure food for hundreds of babies and invalids but in 
breeding good cows which he is placing throughout the 
south. 

He believes that the “bull is more than half the 
herd” and therefore has a good bull at the head of his 
herd and urges all other dairymen to “swat the scrub 
bull” and replace him with a good, Holstein male with 
some breeding behind him. 

We shall not take much time in discussing methods 
of feeding and growing feeds on the Beuchler Dairy Farm. 
The farm comprises only 23 acres for home, barns, lots 
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and all. Sixteen and one-half acres are in cultivation and 
this acreage is used to grow ensilage during the summer 
and to furnish a pasture during the winter, for it is sown 
to rye and clover as a cover crop after the corn is put 


into the silo. Alfalfa hay is bought in car lots and makes 
up the other part of the roughage. All of the grain is 
bought. The grain ration consists of equal parts of 
wheat bran, hominy meal and cottonseed meal, and is 
fed at the rate of one pound of grain for every four pounds 
of milk produced. Mr. Beuchler realizes that his profits 
would be much greater if he had sufficient acreage to pro- 
duce all of his feed. As it stands, he is making good 
money because he employs business methods in conduct- 
ing his business. 

The Holstein cow is fast being put on the map in 
Georgia, and C. H. Beuchler is the man who is doing 


the work. 
Why Advertise? 


GENTLEMAN who is purchasing Holstein-Friesians 

gave a whole lecture on advertising in just a sentence. 
He was in the office looking at the World and com- 
menting upon the purchases he was planning. He said, 
“Tf I am going to pay a long price for an animal, I am 
going to pay it to the man who advertises generously and 
regularly, because it is only by buying of such breeders 
that I can get my money back. If two breeders were to 
offer stock of equal value, both from the same sire and 
both from 30-pound dams, the one man charging $1,000 
and the other charging $1,500, but the former a man who 
advertised fitfully and the latter a man who used pages 
regularly, I would buy the $1,500 animal, for it would be 
the cheaper of the two in the long run.” 

In other words, he would rather pay $500 more and 
know that this line of breeding would be kept constantly 
before the public through publicity. The fact that these 
families are being freely featured makes the stock under 
consideration more valuable in the eyes of this pur- 
chaser. As may be surmised, the gentleman is a good 
advertiser and he is likewise perfectly willing to pay an 
occasional long price for stock worthy of such figures. 

When a practical breeder speaks in this way it cer- 
tainly ought to have weight with the prospective adver- 
tiser. It is a real, logical and common sense statement 
that he makes. When he says that he is willing to pay the 
price for advertised stock, it would seem as though such 
publicity is being recognized as a splendid investment. 
Surely what appeals to this man as good logic will be 
recognized by many others.—H. E. C.

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A Dairy Cow Invasion 


State as well as national; prepared- 
ness in the barn as well as on the 
battleship; plenty of butter as well as 
plenty of bullets; more money as well 
as munitions; organization and_ ef- 
ficiency for business as well as for 
battles. 

That’s the doctrine which Hon. Scott 
Matthews, Dairy and Food ‘Commis- 
sioner of Illinois, is preaching up and 
down the state. He has a round, 
red, smooth shaven face, and he 
smokes a corncob pipe. He sells real 
estate for a living down somewhere 
towards Egypt. just now he is state 
food and dairy commissioner. 

He does more than preach. Since 
he began, he has led a procession of 
more than 500 big black and white 
and fawn colored pure-bred milk 
cows into Illinois, and he has set his 
mark at adding no less than 100,000 
Holsteins and Guernseys to the bo- 
vine population of the state. 

He sells registered cows to farmers

who don’t want to buy them, and he 
makes hard shell country bankers ad- 
vance all the money necessary to 
finance the purchase. His work is 
the best possible example of the pre- 
paredness which results when _ all 
kinds of people unite—from purely 
selfish reasons—to help each other 
get things running in efficient and 
profitable style. 

Never did an advocate of the big- 
gest navy in the world emit louder 
and more terrifying shrieks of warn- 
ing than did Matthews when he start- 
ed to stir up the farmers and the 
dairy interests of the state. 

“Since 1890 we have added 2,000,000 
people to the population of the state,” 
screamed Matthews. “And there were 
actually 275,000 more milk cows in 
Illinois in 1890 than there were in 
1915. Help, help.” 

Matthews called all the big firms 
who make farm machinery, silos, 
stock feed and dairy tools into con- 
ference. He laid the facts before 
them. 

“As a state official,” he said, “I am 
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not allowed to solicit funds for any 
purpose. But it will take a lot more 
money than the state has allowed me 
to do the necessary educational work 
among the farmers and business men 
of the state. If you men have any 
money you would like to invest in 
the promotion of future business, I 
can show you how to spend it.” 

A. fund of $10,000 was promptly 
raised. Then Matthews tackled the 
bankers of the state. He told them 
that if the farmers made more money 
it would increase the profits of the 
bankers. He pointed out that dairy 
farming was one of the few branches 
of agriculture which adds to the fer- 
tility of the soil as well as to the 
prolits of the farmer. He said that 
as the result of his investigation he 
was ready to prove that not more than 
half of the few dairy cows in the state 
earned their keep. 

“Now gentlemen,” he urged, “I 
want you bankers to advance enough 
money to finance the purchase of a 
lot of pure-bred cows. I will send 
expert dairymen to select the cattle. 
I will bring a carload of these selected 
cows to your town, and my experts 
will feed and milk them for a couple 
of weeks, keeping every day a record 
of the milk and butter-fat production 
of each animal. Then we will sell 
them to the farmers about your town 
at prices which will just cover the 
cost. 

“No doubt you will have to carry 
the purchase price of many of the 
cows on notes given by the individual 
farmers. But my experts will go right 
out into the country with each of 
these farmers and will stay there long 
enough to show him how to feed and 
handle- the new cows in the most 
profitable way. I am sure it will 
prove a most profitable investment.” 

The bankers agreed. George Wood- 
ruff, of Joliet, president of the State 
3ankers’ Association offered to lend 
$250,000 to the bankers of the state, 
to be used as “cow money.” Many 
of the individual bankers in various 
towns also took the matter up. 


The Iowa Milk 


HE Iowa State Dairy Association 

maintains an educational depart- 
ment under the direction of the state 
dairy expert, E. S. Estel. Each year 
Mr. Estel offers some plan or scheme 
for the purpose of stimulating a keen 
interest among the boys and girls of 
the state. One of these is known as 
the Milk Record Contest. It is open 
to every boy and girl between the 
ages of 12 and 20 years. This is a 
unique contest in that it does not take 
into consideration the production of 
the herd but it stimulates an interest 
in determining what that production 
is. Every contestant is required to 
keep the records of the individuals in 
the herd and the one who is most 
successful will receive a cash reward 
of $20. From that prizes range down 
to $4 in cash for the 12th place. Fur- 
thermore there are a number of 
articles given so that in all nearly 
40 awards are made. An essay must 
be written explaining the manner in 
which the work is carried on and the 
benefit derived from the _ contest. 
This is not to exceed 500 words in 
length. The rewards are based upon

TEST ASSOCIATION NOTES. 

Prof. Howard 'C. Barker, of the 
Iowa College of Agriculture and 
Mechanic Arts, reports the success of 
the cow testing associations of lowa 
as being very marked. There are 13 
of these organizations in active oper- 
ation, two new ones ‘having been 
started the past spring. The Roland 
Association is one of the newest and 
these people started by purchasing 
some pure-bred Holstein-Friesian 
bulls to be used co-operatively among 
the members. 

The associations show 33 improved 
records that can be traced directly to 
better and more careful systems of 
feeding. 

New Holstein-Friesian bulls’ were 
brought in to two of the other associ- 
ations and in fact the localities that 
show the best profit are usually those 
where Holsteins predominate.

The Central Michigan Holstein Breed- 
ers’ Cattle Show a Success. 


This was the sentiment of the of- 
ficers in charge of the big show of 
Holstein cattle which opened on the 
Lansing city market, Thursday, June 
15th, and closed Friday night.

Colorado Holstein Breeders. 


The Holly Holstein Club held its 
first picnic at Horse Creek Grove near 
Holly, ‘Colorado, on July 18th, and 
brought out about 500 farmers with 
their families. People began arriving 
early in the morning and by noon, 
when everyone sat down to a gen- 
erous lunch, the scene was a most 
happy one. The Holly business men 
assisted in getting out the town 
people so that people in all profes- 
sions and occupations mingled with 
the dairymen. 

After lunch, the president of the 
club, W. S. Partridge, introduced 
Geo. T. Sinton, of Colorado Springs, 
as one of the youngest and most en- 
thusiastic Holstein breeders in Colo- 
rado. Mr. Sinton congratulated the 
people of Prowers county on their 
fine crops and well kept cattle, and 
their progressive spirit. 

Carl W. Hall, of Denver, followed 
with remarks which were very much 
to the point and which greatly in- 
terested those owning Holstein cattle. 
He told briefly of his experience in 
the work of official tests and gave a 
brief account of some animals which 
have made unusual records. He com- 
pared the breeding for milk in cows, 
to breeding for speed in horses and 
showed how profitable and necessary 
a pure-bred sire is in every herd. | 

C. ‘Stocker, of the Helvetia Milk 
Condensing ‘Company, spoke of the 
growth of the dairy industry in Prow- 
ers county, and reviewed the progress 
made in the past two years. ; 

Dr. Geo. E. Morton, state dairy 
commissioner, of Ft.

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try as illustrations of what the dairy 
cow has brought in stability, value 
and culture. He extolled the profes- 
sion of farming and pointed out how 
necessary it is to use intelligence and 
skill on the farm. There is no pro- 
fession requiring more brain work 
than farming. There is no profession 
holding forth so many opportunities 
to the ambitious man. He pleaded 
for more opportunities for the women 
on the farm; more comfort and di- 
version and some share in the busi- 
ness affairs. He told the fathers and 
mothers how to interest and hold the 
boys, to make them successful men 
in the country, rather than to let them 
drift to the cities and too often to 
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become mere pegs in the holes of 
routine and serfdom. Our farmers 
have never before been so impressed 
as they were by this stirring address. 
They drove home with a_ higher 
opinion of the profession in which 
they are engaged. As a result of this 
talk, some boys in Prowers county 
will undoubtedly have an opportunity 
to make Holstein records. 

After the speaking, the young people 
engaged in games, while the dairy- 
men endeavored to come in ahead of 
the town athletes in various sports. 
This was one of the best gatherings 
ever held in Prowers county, and it 
is hoped that the Holstein club will 
make it an annual event. 


The Breeders Tell Us 


A Kansas Breeder. 


I am still a young man but [| shall 
be glad to give you a little of my ex- 
perience with the MHolstein-Friesian 
breed. A few years ago I owned two 
very nice cows and when each of 
these had a calf by her side, a gentle- 
man from another city in Kansas 
visited my herd and offered me a 
large price for the four. The money 
looked so tempting that I let the 
cattle go. These men operate a milk 
farm three miles from their town and 
they were especially interested in 
good milk cows. I thought at that 
time that I would never invest in an- 
other Holstein for my housekeeper 
complained of the blue milk they give. 
But later I spent two winters in 
southern California and I have seen 
a great many fine Holsteins there. I 
visited at the McAlister farm one 
year and there I saw a cow that was 
valued at $4,000, which is the most 
valuable cow I have ever seen. 

If the freight charges were not so 
high, a man could make a splendid 
profit by. buying Holstein calves in 
this southern country and_ shipping 
them back to our Kansas farm and 
raising them on cheap grass. I am 
gradually shaping my plans so as to 
start a dairy farm again somewhere 
in the west.—James F._ Francisco, 
Kansas. 

Judging at the Canadian Fairs. 

It may be of interest to some of 
your readers to know what is being 
done in the way of dairying in the 
Canadian northwest. I have had the 
pleasure of placing the awards on all 
dairy breeds for Calgary, Red. Deer 
and Edmonton, all provincial fairs of 
Alberta, Canada. 

It truly is surprising in a country 
as new as Alberta, and a wheat grow- 
ing province, to find so many good 
dairy cows and young stock. The 
Holsteins predominate here just as 
in the states, with the Ayrshire next 
in number. Two very fine herds of 
Jerseys were shown following the 
circuit. One would think that, since 
Alberta is devoted to the raising of 
grain and beef cattle, the beef breeds 
would outnumber the dairy cattle in 
the show ring. but not so. The dairy 
so far has led the numbers and in a 
few years western Canada will be up 
and abreast with the rest of the dairy 
world. It looks strange to one in 
the states to see cattle and also horses 
brought into the ring with large out- 
standing brands on their sleek, glossy 
coats. Some have had their tails bit- 





ten off by the coyotes when calves 
and many have lost them by the ex- 
treme cold weather as it drops to 60 
below zero. I will soon be on my way 
home ready to go the circuit of fall 
fairs in the states—W. H. Standish,

EUROPE BUYS AND SELLS CON. 
DENSED MILK. 


American condensed milk is en- 
joying a vogue in Europe that it 
never knew in peaceful times. The 
exports from this country in 1915 
amounted to 76,000,000 pounds, valued 
at $6,000,000, according to figures fur- 
nished by the Bureau of Foreign and 
Domestic Commerce, and the bulk of 
these exports went to Europe. In 
normal times the value of condensed 
milk sold abroad varies between $1,- 
000,000 and $2,000,000, and, ordinarily, 
the best customers are Cuba, Pan- 
ama, China adn Mexico. 

The increased exports of condensed 
milk to Europe are easy to explain, 
under the circumstances, but there 
has been an increase in imports from 
European countries that is puzzling. 
Italy’s recent participation in the 
American trade has caused some com- 
ment, but the fact that Holland and 
Switzerland sold much larger quan- 
tities of milk in the United States in 
1915 than ever before is considered 
more remarkable, for these two coun- 
tries have access to practically all 
the markets of Europe. The total im- 
ports into the United States from all 
countries in 1915 were valued at prac- 
tically $2,000,000, or one-third of the 
exports, and although Canada_fur- 
nished more than half, Holland did 
a business approximating $800,000 as 
against less than $300,000 the year 
previous. Switzerland is now selling 
to us at the rate of $250,000 a year, 
where formerly no milk came from 
that country—Pennsylvania Bulletin. 

The young farmer, especially the 
breeder of registered stock, should be

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WORTHY OF THE BREED 
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Prof. H. H. Kildee Leaves lowa 


HIS is one of the most serious losses that the dairy 

industry of this state has been called upon to sustain 
for years. 

Prof. Kildee came to the head of the department 
of dairy production at the Iowa State College in Septem- 
ber, 1910. Since that time he has been devoting his 
energy to the upbuilding of one of the highest class 
herds to be found at any of the agricultural colleges. 


Unfortunately, the dairy work at the Iowa institution 
had not received, previous to Prof. Kildee’s administra- 
tion, quite the significance it deserved. This is purely 
natural, for Iowa is the queen of the corn belt, and beef 
and pork and corn have reigned supreme until her farm- 
ers have waxed wealthy and the fertility of her fields has 
faded to such an extent that it seemed necessary to turn 
the attention to other forms of farming as well as these. 
Therefore, it is not surprising that it became something 
of a problem to secure for the dairy cow the place she 
deserves in this great field. 

Under Prof. Kildee, however. great strides were made 
and the dairy farm was rapidly becoming one of the 
most popular places in the entire institution. The dairy 
courses were being well filled and it looked as though 
this great industry were rapidly coming into its own. 
It is to be sincerely hoped that it will be possible to find 
someone who can follow out this work with the same 
degree of success that has crowned Mr. Kildee’s efforts. 

Minnesota is the state that has been fortunate in 
securing Prof. Kildee’s services. He has accepted the 
chair of Professor of Dairy Husbandry, which is being 
vacated by the resignation of Prof. T. L. Haecker, the 
dean of dairy instruction, not only of Minnesota, but of 
America. Prof. Haecker will continue his research work 
in the Department of Animal Nutrition in which capacity 
he has established himself as an international authority. 
His advancing years make it advisable for him to accept 
less confining work and Prof. Kildee has been invited 
to carry on the department which Prof. Haecker has 
built up. In all probability no greater compliment could 
be paid to any professor of dairy husbandry than has 
been paid to Mr. Kildee. There is no position in agri- 
cultural education, especially in the dairy department, that 
carries with it greater honor than this invitation to fill 
the position and carry on the work of one who is so 
profound in his research, so thorough in his instruction 
and so capable in all lines as Prof. T. L. Haecker.

He may make 50-pound records, but so long as 
no one knows of these records, he will not be receiving 
four-figure prices for his stock. The man who refuses 
to advertise is putting his best efforts under a bushel. He 
hides his success and does not reap the richest reward 
of both profit and pleasure from his work. ; ‘ 

Advertising, then, is of extreme importance in build- 
ing a successful breeding plant. There are certain sec- 
tions of the country that are famous because the world 
knows of the stock that they contain. Other sections 
doubtless have good cattle, but no one heralds their 
achievements and therefore they are left far in the rear 
when it comes to prices and popularity. The breeding 
game is one that demands untiring attention and, further 
than this, it demands that one be constantly on the job 
so far as the matters of publicity are concerned. As Mr. 
Schroeder truthfully said in a recent issue of this paper, 
one’s hat must be in the ring all of the time and he 
must not depend on past laurels for his success and 
popularity. re 

Publicity is the answer. Publicity is what puts the 
fourth figure in the price of your bull. Publicity rightly 
used and generously applied is what makes your cows 
eat up the farm mortgage and furnish your home with 
all of the modern conveniences which the city has 
monopolized until the past few years. Publicity—adver- 
tising if you please—gives you the fat bank account, the 
luxurious motor car, the feeling of security and _ satis- 
faction that comes only when one’s standing with his 
financial friend, the banker, is always right.

**“Cow’’ Money 


AIRY COMMISSIONER MATTHEWS, in his cam- 

paign of dairy promotion through southern Illinois, 
induced the president of the State Bankers’ Association to 
lend to the bankers of Illinois $250,000 to be used as 
“cow money.” In many of the smaller towns throughout 
the state the bankers have taken the matter up and the 
money has been distributed or put at the service of the 
farmers under the direction of those who can judge best 
how to use it for the good of the community. 

Mr. Matthews has come to the conclusion that the 
first thing to do in the upbuilding of his department is 
to establish a foundation upon which his work may rest, 
and that foundation is the dairy cow. It is a hopeless 
thing to try to build up dairy prosperity without first 
having something upon which to establish this pros- 
perity. In other words, it’s discouraging to try to make 
dairymen unless there are cows in the community which 
will encourage this kind of farming. Mr. Matthews is to 
be congratulated upon his ability as an organizer and he 
is certainly doing a remarkable work by taking these 
dairy cattle down into a section where dairy cattle have 
been practically unknown in the past. He is beginning

16 go to Peter Small’s Meadow- 
holm Herd at Chesterland, Ohio. 
Mr. Small is rapidly becoming one of 
the most advanced semi-official men 
in the United States and the work he 
is doing deserves more than passing 
mention. 

In the fiscal year just closed one 
member of Meadowholm herd has 
annexed world’s records in semi-off- 
cial work, while several others have 
made wonderful yearly records for 
both butter-fat and milk production. 
Lucille Jolie Pontiac, freshening in 
the senior four-year-old division, now 
holds the world’s butter record in that 
class with 1,173.15 pounds of butter 
made from 23,830.2 pounds of milk, 
displacing that other good Ohio cow, 
Lindenwood Hope.

Its 
first officers were George McKerrow, 
Pewaukee, president; F. W. Harding, 
Waukesha, secretary; Charles L. Hill, 
Rosendale, treasurer. The original 
board of directors were J. Q. Emery, 
former state dairy and food commis- 
sioner; W. L. Carlyle, now dean and 
director of the Oklahoma Agricul- 
tural Experiment Station; W. L. 
Houser, Mondovi, former secretary’ 
of state, and George Wylie, Leeds, 
former state senator. 

The presenti officers are: Arthur 
Broughton, Albany, president; Earl 
Roberts, Oconomowoc, vice-presi- 
dent; L. P. Martiny, Chippewa Falls, 
treasurer; Andrew W. Hopkins, Madi- 
son, secretary; and Raymond Baker, 
Madison, assistant secretary. 

The association extends its in- 
fluence to all parts of the state, work- 
ing for the “protection and advance- 
ment of the live stock interests.” All 
reputable citizens of Wisconsin who 
are interested in live stock of any 
kind are eligible to membership upon 
payment of a nominal fee. 

According to the directory there 
are represented in its membership 
breeders of 13 distinct breeds of 
dairy and beef cattle, 11 separate 
breeds of horses, the same number of 
breeds of sheep and swine, and two 
breeds of goats. Poultry and pet 
stock breeders are, of course, not 
included in the membership. 


A TEST ASSOCIATION RECORD. 


J. G. Wells Jr., the tester of Dela- 
ware Testing Association in Indiana, 
reports 140 cows in his association, 
46 of which are on official test. This 
in itself-is not a very startling an- 
nouncement but the following which 
comes from Mr. Wells will be of in- 
terest to Holstein breeders. It is 
just what we can expect from people 
who will keep Holstein cows. Mr. 
Wells says: 

“The pure-bred Holstein, Lenawee 
Calamity Pet, owned by D. F. Bur. 
gess & Sons, led the association with 
2,263 pounds of milk and 65.0 pounds 
of butter-fat. In 162 days on semi- 
official test this cow has produced 461 
pounds of butter-fat.” 

Another tester in Indiana reports 
the three-year-old Holstein cow 
owned by J. E. Edwards, led all of 
the cows in his association with a 
record of 73.1 pounds of fat. This is 
also the highest producing cow of all 
the cows tested in the different asso- 
ciations during the month of June. 
It must be remembered that these 
records are made in just plain, ordi- 
nary farm herds in the cow test asso- 
ciation work. The cows are kept for 
practical purposes, milked twice daily, 
and their feed is mainly what they 
can find in the pasture. 


GEORGIA LAND CONGRESS. 


At Waycross, Georgia, on August

“Heretofore, plans for quickening 
the development of the southern 
country have invariably omitted the 
most important factor, namely the 
land owner, notwithstanding the fact 
that successful development of other 
sections of the country have invari- 
ably been brought about through the 
active co-operation of the owners of 
the land. This has been true of the 
settlement of our government lands 
and was equally true of the settlement 
of Canada. We are, therefore, sim- 
ply advocating the application of an 
old rule and a successful one. When 
the owners of the land that is open 
for development in this state get to- 
gether and discuss this question, it 
will surprise me greatly if they do 
not adopt some form of organization 
and plan which will give an impetus 
to the development of this state that 
will be startling in its proportions.”

When Pastures Are Short 


By ROY T. HARRIS, Supervisor of Wisconsin Dairy Tests 


as much as corn, oats, hay, or 

potatoes. Of course, it is not 
always a profitable crop but neither 
would these be if neglected in the 
way many pastures are. 

It is true that much land is given 
over to pasturage because it is not 
fit for much of anything else but that 
is no reason why it should be neg- 
lected instead of yielding the best 
possible return. On an efficient farm, 
each field must do its share accord- 
ing to its ability and the efficient 
farmer will see to it that pastures do 
not become short if this can be pre- 
vented. 

We are told that the Chinese pay 
their doctors for keeping them well. 
This seems a very sensible arrange- 
ment. When sickness comes the pay 


ee case as is a farm crop just 


stops. We have a saying “An ounce 
of prevention is worth a pound of 
cure,” which expresses the same idea. 
Perhaps we may not be able to keep 
pastures from becoming short but 
there are some things which may be 
done to make the trouble less fre- 
quent and severe. 

To be durable, pastures must be 
large enough to provide for the num- 
ber of animals to be kept and still 
allow a margin for safety. Over- 
stocking is a frequent cause of short- 
age and also makes pastures short- 
lived. Turning on too early in the 
spring is another bad practice which 
brings similar results. We often see 
herds out on “grass” almost before 
the grass has started. Animals must 
then do an extra amount of walking 
in order to get enough to eat and this 


and reducing the yield. 

It works well to divide pastures and 
turn the herd in on alternate days, or 
other periods, giving the grass a fresh 
start. This system can also be made 
to furnish more variety to the herd. 
Pastures should not be allowed to be- 
come stale or unproductive but should 
be broken up and reseeded as often 
as necessary. 

Pastures will stand fertilizing and 
permanent pastures, especially, re- 
quire regular top-dressing, and lining 
if the soil becomes acid. Brush, 
weeds and stones occupy space which 
more profitably could produce grass, 
Briars and thistles are especially ob- 
jectionable since they interfere with 
the use of grass which surrounds 
them. 

All grasses sown should be peren- 
nial or such as will certainly renew 
themselves and as far as_ possible 
should form a succession so as to 
have pasturage throughout the sea- 
son. June-grass alone will not make 
a good pasture for it becomes tough 
too early. 

However, after all has been said 
and done, pastures will sometimes be 
short. There may not be enough land 
which can be given over to this pur- 
pose for the number of animals which 
must be carried on the place. There 
are also limitations as to soil and cli- 
mate and, especiallly, long and se- 
vere drought may get the better of

Against pas- 
ture troubles we have a better. form 
of insurance for by its use we both 
escape loss at the time and if it js not 
needed can use it profitably later on 
ae another season. 

silo is a good insurance i 
for any time of the year but Mace 
for summer feeding has not been fully 
appreciated. Silage is better than 
soiling crops (crops like corn cut 
green and fed to stock) for several 
reasons: (1) It provides cheaper suc- 
culent feed. Comparisons show that 
soiling is more costly in labor even 
when fairly satisfactory in other re- 
spects. (2) It is more convenient to 
use. Bad weather does not interfere 
with feeding of silage as is the case 
with soilage. (3) If the anticipated 
emergency does not come to pass, the 
silage will not be wasted, as it is 
ready for use later, while soilage can- 
not always be preserved for future use 
without considerable loss and extra 
labor. 

Summer silos should be well-made 
of good material. Some thought may 
well be given to the location as re- 
gards convenience in feeding and pro- 
tection from extreme heat of sum- 
mer. The diameter should be less 
than that of a winter silo of similar 
capacity as the exposed surface will 
deteriorate more rapidly in warm 
weather and to a greater depth. Par- 
ticular care should be taken in filling 
and the litter, straw or other material 
used for covering left undisturbed un- 
til silage is needed. 

If plenty of good silage is available 
with hay, and grain fed according to 
production, we can be quite indepen- 
dent of pasture.

SANITARY MILK. 

This seems to be an age of sanita- 
tion, and the consuming public de- 
mands that the dairyman not only in- 
clude the word sanitation in his vo- 
cabulary, but that he make it a “pass- 
word.” Therefore, any milk or dairy 
product that has not the “password” 
as it is attempting entrance to the 
market had better be kept at the place 
where it can be properly used as ordi- 
nary hog feed. 

Much money is spent in the state 
of Oklahoma every year for the pur- 
pose of guaranteeing to the consum- 
ing public a clean milk supply. One 
of the chief phases of this inspection 
work is to educate the producer, dis- 
tributor and consumer so they will be 
able to understand what is meant by 
sanitary milk. 

If milk is to be produced and han- 
dled in a strictly sanitary manner 
then the consuming public need have 
little complaint as to the cleanliness 
of other dairy products.

The production of clean milk does 
not depend so much upon equipm 
as it does upon methods used in ‘hig 
production, Any farmer who re 
very ordinary equipment can seeded 
clean milk if he uses the cor of 
methods. The first thing to be said 
under the subiect of methods js Mee 
the cows clean and the hair elj a 
short on the udder and flanks Ue 
a moist cloth or sponge on the udder 
and flanks just before milking. Wear 
a cap on the head, keep the hands 
and clothing of the milker extremely 
clean, and do not milk with wet 
hands. Avoid raising any dust in the 
barn at or immediately before milk. 
ing time. Do not feed the hay or 
roughage at milking time as this al. 
ways raises dust. Use only the small- 
top milking pail. Dirt, hair or flies 
in milk mean bacteria in milk, even 
though the hair, dirt and flies are 
taken out. Therefore, do not be mis- 
led into the idea that straining or 
clarifying milk gives it a lower germ 
content, for it does not. The milk 
should be strained and cooled im- 
mediately after it is drawn, and a tem- 
perature as near 58 degrees Fahren- 
heit as possible maintained until the 
milk reaches the distributor or con- 
sumer, 

Right at this point is where the re- 
sponsibility of the producer stops and 
the responsibility of the distributor 
or the consumer begins. It is just as 
necessary that the distributor and 
consumer keep the milk clean and 
cool as for the producer to do so. 
The bottles or utensils in which milk 
is to be kept should be thoroughly 
clean and as nearly sterile, or free 
from germs, as steam or boiling wa- 
ter will make them. Keep flies out of 
the milk and out of the milk utensils, 
as these are extremely dangerous in 
spreading disease. 

We, the producers, distributors and 
consumers of milk and other dairy 
products, could do much to forward 
the progress of sanitation in dairy 
products, as well as all the other food 
and drink, if we would take time to 
learn and practice the simple funda- 
mentals of sanitation—C. A. Burns, 
Dairy Department, Oklahoma A. and 
M. College.

The dairy cow must 
forage or other paseo Mig ah 
times if she is to hold up in her milk 
production. It is not uncommon fo 
many cows to drop in their milk Pd 
during hot, dry weather, but this can 
be prevented by providing somethin 
to take the place of pasture. . 

The silo is the best means for fur- 
nishing this succulence. Accordin 
to Professor A. B. Nystrom, Dairs 
Husbandman of the Experiment Sta. 
tion at Pullman, excellent silage can 
be made from corn, wheat, oats and 
barley, or clover, peas and vetch, or 
in fact, any combination of these. By 
putting these crops in the silo at 
stages ranging from the milk Stage 
in the case of small cereals to the 
dented stage in the case of corn, the 
largest amount of nutrients can be 
saved and the crop can be harvested 
with the least amount of labor, In 
other words the silo saves both feed 
and labor. 

When no silo is available these 
crops should be cut green and fed to 
cows in racks or in the stable man- 
gers. This method is not as eco. 
nomical as the silo method but rather 
than have no_ succulence soiling 
should by all means be practiced. 

It should be remembered that the 
cow producing a large amount of milk 
must have succulence, hay and grain, 
and the most important of these is 
succulence.

Swollen Joints. 

We recently purchased a number of cattle 
at public sale. They were brought home, ar- 
riving in good condition, yet they seemed to 
be affected with a very peculiar malady which 
causes the joints on the front legs to swell 
and become mildly paralyzed. The cattle have 


good appetites. They do not cough. They 
passed the tuberculin tests before they were 
purchased. Their coats are smooth and 
healthy appearing. There are three of the 
five that we purchased thus affected. Can 
you suggest a remedy?—FE. S. E., Illinois. 
Your description is not all that 
could be desired. I wish you had 


made it known if the swelling on the 
cows legs were hard, soft, hot or cold, 
if they stumbled in walking or laid 
down most of the time. Knowing 
these things I could have prescribed 
more accurately, but on general prin- 
ciples the treatment below will help. 
Paint the affected joint once a day 
with equal parts of tincture camphor 
and iodine. Give for three days, each 
cow, one-half pound of carlsbad arti- 
ficial salts in a quart of warm water. 
Next, give night and morning, one 
ounce of hyposulphite of soda dis- 
solved in a cup of water and mixed in 
the feed. 
Loss of Appetite. 


One of my cows that freshened about six 
weeks ago seems to be losing strength and 
getting thin. She freshened normally but her 
appetite is poor, although she is given the 
regular ration of alfalfa hay, concentrates and 
silage. She seems to be healthy, aside from 
the fact that she has little appetite a a6) a 
natural result is weakening.—C. H » South 
Dakota. 


No doubt you have looked care- 
fully over your cow and convinced 
yourself that she is not suffering from 
any disease, as you say she appears to 
be well aside from the fact that she 
eats little. Just look and see if there 
is anything wrong with her teeth or 
mouth. If so, have the trouble cor- 
rected. Next change her food in any 
way to tempt her failing appetite, also 
to build it up. Give two drams of 
tincture of asafetida in half pint water 
twice a day. Administer also twice 
daily in a pint of water, carbonate of 
iron two drams, carbonate of am- 
monia, powdered ginger and gentian, 
each half ounce.

JUDGING DAIRY CATTLE. 


The near approach of the summer 
exhibitions makes the present an op- 
portune time to present certain ideas 
we have long had on the subject of 
the show-ring judging of dairy cattle, 
and in particular the judging of the 
dairy bulls. We believe that our 
present system is a bad one and that 
a better system is possible and prac- 
ticable. 

The vice and the failing of our 
present method of judging dairy stock 
lies in the fact that physical con- 
formation is the only factor, the sole 
and only factor, that counts toward 
winning the prizes. Conformation to 
the exclusion of breeding, is a false 
and misleading guide, and being a 
false guide, is worse than no guide at 
all. If one of the main functions of 
our exhibitions lies in the educative 
influence they exert, then surely much 
false instruction is being given and 
the public is being taught to believe 
that type or conformation is the chief, 
in fact, the only qualification neces- 
sary in the candidates for dairy hon- 
ors in the ring. Breeding in dairy 
stock, particularly in dairy bulls, is 
the one paramount thing, ancestry of 
known high producers, male ancestors 
that have proven their worth by siring 
high testing daughters, famale an- 


cestors that have “delivered the 
goods” at the pail in official test. Yet 
breeding counts for nothing, abso- 
lutely nothing, under our existing sys- 
tem. What is the result? A few 
actual illustrations will bring out the 
point clearly. 

The writer has happened to know 
well the breeding of several of the 
grand champion Holstein bulls in the 
past few years at Edmonton and Cal- 
gary, and one flagrant case in par- 
ticular comes to mind. This particular 
grand champion bull chanced to be 
out of a cow that we had in our own 
herd for a short time. She was a use- 
less cow, her production being barely 
sufficient to feed a sick cat. We 
“boarded” her for a short time and 
sold her to the butcher. The sire of 
this purple ribbon champion was 
destitute of milk or butter backing, 
not an ancestor on either side with 
either seven-day or yearly record. 
Yet this pedigreed “scrub,” which will 
almost to a moral certainty sire 
daughters that are “scrub” producers, 
is acclaimed grand champion. Per- 
sonally, rather than breed our own 
cows to him we would lead a bull 
from Ontario to Alberta on foot with 
a bull stick. Yes, he was a good look- 
ing show bull, had the necessary 
“dairy points,” as did also his useless

Can this over-emphasis upon con- 
formation to the exclusion of breed- 
ing in dairy cattle be remedied? We 
believe it can, and while not wedded 
to the plan we are about to suggest 
we believe it can be worked out along 
the lines outlined. In judging saddle 
and harness classes a fixed percentage 
is allowed for conformation, a fixed 
percentage for manners and a small 
percentage for appointments. Why 
not fix the ratio for dairy cattle as 
follows: 50 per cent for conformation 
and 50 per cent for meritorious breed- 
ing. It might seem that the question 
as to the merits of the breeding of 
competing animals would be a vexed 
one, but the difficulty is not as great 
as it seems. Undoubtedly it would 
not be practicable to carry the in- 
quiry back through three or four gen- 
erations, but the average breeder 
would be content to let the decision 
rest upon the average record of the 
two nearest dams and the numbers of 
tested daughters gotten by the sire. 


Here are two simple tests, simple 
and yet fairly accurate and conclusive. 
A few minutes’ ringside glance at the 
extended pedigrees by the judge 
would suffice, and in a class of not 
over 8 to 10 animals (which is above 
the average of most of our western 
exhibitions) the time required would 
not unduly prolong the judging. In 
any event it would be time well spent, 
the verdict would represent a balanced 
judgment, in which both the elements 
of good individual characteristics and 
good breeding (both equally and 
highly important) are given their due 
and proper weight.—Robinson Bros., 
in Farmers Advocate.
